Washington—{£!>— The $110,981,000 


agriculture department supply bill, 
setting aside only $35,000,000 for fed- 
eral highway aid in the next fiscal 
year was reported to the house to- 
day by its appropriations commit- 
tee. 


It was the third of the nine big 


annual appropriation measures to 
be reported since congress conven- 
ed. One, the 
treasury-postoffice 


measure, already has been sent to 
the senate and the house planned to 
conclude consideration of the inter- 
ior department bill today. 


Carrying out President Hoover's 


recommendation for reducing the 
federal highway aid allotment by 
$65,000,000, the committee allowed 
only $35,000,000 of the usual annual 
$100,000,000 outlay. 


The bureau of federal roads said 


this would meet the maturing obli- 
gations to the states for the full fis- 
cal year of 1934 due partly to the 
$120,000,000 emergency employment 
relief appropriation made at the last 
session. 


Lower Fund Asked 


The bill for the fiscal year 1934, 


beginning July 1, 1933, is $206,902,- 
000 less than appropriations for the 
present fiscal year which were 
$317,883,000—of which $194,763,000 
was allotted to highway construc- 
tion. It is $7,833,000 less than Presi- 
dent Hoover's budget estimates of 
$118,814,000. This saving largely was 
from federal highway, lorest roads 
and trails estimates. 
In his report, Kepresentative Bu- 


chanan of Texas, chairman of the 
sub-committee which drafted the 
measure, explained that after de- 
ducting the $35,000,000 highway al- 
lotment and other funds that go to 
help.states, only $60,468,000 is left 
for. the department's ordinary ac- 
tivities. 
' 


The budget, he said, asked for a 


reappropriation of $500,000 tor. col- 
lection of seed loans, but he added 
the committee allowed $350,000 -be- 
lieving that "sufficient" 


"For the current fiscal year, at 


the beginning .of which there was 
outstanding approximately $40,000,- 
000 of seed loans," he continued, 
"the appropriation carried $500,000 
for collection of the loans. The de- 
partment has estimated there will 
be but $20,000,000 outstanding at the 
beginning of the fiscal year 1934." 


A legislative provision for the ab- 


olition of the advisory federal plant 
quarantine board created in 1929 
was included in the measure which 
allows a few increases of 
small 


amounts 
in 
budget 
estimates. 


Among them are $25,000 for eradica- 
tion of the pink boll worm in south- 
ern states; $65,000 for reforestation; 
$25,000 for eradication of the Japa- 
nese beetle and $40,000 for the gyp- 
sy and brown tail moths. 


Other allotments 


Altogether $379,804 was allotted 


eradication of the pink boll worm; 
$408,388 for gypsy and brown tail 
moth control and $349,837 for Japa- 
nese beetle control. 


The committee rejected budget 


estimates of $102,246 for acquisition 
of additional forest lands; $250,000 
lor the Cheyenne bottoms migratory 
bird refuge in Kansas, and reduced 
from $104,775 to $89,525 estimates for 
the acquisition of lands under the 
migratory bird conservation act. 


It slashed the appropriation for

control, 


which has been under congression- 
al fire for several years, to $40,000 
or $255,000 less than for the present 
year and $171,900 less than budget 
estimates. 


Among the important appropria- 


tions are: $4,607,000 for experiment 
stations; $12,759,000 for extension 
and other cooperative activities with 
fanners; $3,731,000 for the weather 
bureau; $11,358,000 for bureau of 
animal industry; $4,510,000 for bur- 
eau of plan industry; $11,531,000 for 
forest service; $6,095,000 for bureau 
of agricultural economics; $2,158,000 
for plant quarantine; $200,000 for 
grain futures enforcement; $1,589,- 
000 for food and drug administra- 
tion; $4,457,000 for forest roads and 
trails. 


Permanent appropriations totalled 


$10,753,000, including $3,000,000 for 
meat inspection: $4,666,000 for coop- 
erative agricultural extension work, 
and $1,676,000 for cooperative forest 
service.

Atlanta —fl>— Gov. Richard R. 


Russell, Jr., in a scathing statement 
on the refusal of Gov. A. Harry 
Moore to permit extradition from 
New Jersey of Robert Elliott Burns, 
fugitive from a Georgia chain 
gang, today charged Moore's action 
as a direct violation of the federal 
constitution. 


- "This decision," Russell said, 
"makes it easy to understand how 
the most horrible crime of modern 
times, the kidnaping and murder of 
the Lindbergh baby( which shocked 
the entire world, could occur and 
go unpunished in a state whose 
governor has such ideas of law and 
the proprieties as manifested by the 
judgment in this case." 


Governor Moore, Russell said, is 


either desirous of "basking in the 
light of some cheap publicity" or 
else is completely "taken in" by the 
statements and writings of Burns 
"which have been proven false and 
are a slander on the state of Geor- 
gia and its institutions." 


"The effect of the decision," the 


Georgia governor said, "not only 
declares that New Jersey is not 
bound by the constitution of the 
United States, but that the governor 
of that state has a right to decide 
whether or not the penal system of 
another state is satisfactory and the 
laws of another state, which under- 
takes to protect the lives pnd prop- 
erty of its citizens, should be en- 
forced." 


"Nobody in Georgia has paid any 


particular attention to the writings 
of Burns with reference to our 
penal system because we did not 
think that any person of. reasonable 
intelligence would give weight and 
credit to-the product-of the pen of 
a confessed highwayman who was 
attempting to escape paying the 
penalty for his crime," Gov. Russell 
said. 


"However, when these charges, 


tiiough false, are credited by one 
who is governor of a state of the 
Union to such an extent that he dis- 
regards the constitution of the Unit- 
ed States and the statutes of his 
own state on the false charge that 
Our penal system is barbarous and 
inhumane, it is time for such 
charges to be denounced for what 
they are and I hereby brand them 
as absolutely false and unfounded."

phere of -disillusionment. 


The President's belief is that "or- 


dinary diplomatic agencies and fa- 
cilities are not suitable for the con- 
duct of negotiations that can best 


carried on across the table by 
specially qualified representatives" 
and that, therefore, a special com- 
mission should be set up. This com- 
mission7 he believes, should include 
epresentatives from our delegation 
o the- Arms Conference, to the 
World Economic Conference, 
as 


well as specialists on the debts. He 
vould like this commission to be 
authorized by Congress, but he is 
prepared to appoint it on his own 
luthority, and he is asking Mr. 
Roosevelt to cooperate with him. 


It seems to me that this method of 
landling the matter is not promis- 
ing. For such an elaborate commis- 
ion, set up after a great Congres- 
ional debate or even by Presiden- 
ial appointment, would instantly 
lave focussed upon it the bunding 
light of world wide publicity. The 
commissioners would be subject to 
pressure and propaganda from ev- 
ery quarter; their discussions with 
oreign representatives 
would be 


.arried on amidst a hullabaloo of 
umor, speculation, inspired com- 
ment, and misrepresentation. I do 
not see how anything so intricate as 
debts and disarmament and world 
currency and world tariffs could 
uccessfully be negotiated under 
conditions of this sort. The task of 
his commission, as Mr. Hoover en- 
visages it, is to find remedies for all 
he great questions which trouble 
he relations of the Western peo- 
ples: to solve not only the debt 
question but the Franco-German 
question, the Franco-Italian ques- 
tion, the currency 
question and 


everal hundred others. The conces- 
ions which every nation will have 
o make if there is to be agreement 
are very large. These concessions 
are politically dangerous, and they 
:a nonly be made if the negotiators 
are protected from criticism until 
they have created a general com- 
promise in which their concessions 
ire compensated by their gains. The 
ask is enormous and incredibly 
difficult tinder any conditions. It is 
an impossible task, it seems to me, 
f the negotiations have to be car- 
ied on in a blaze of. publicity.

The reasoning which leads Mr. 


Hoover to make this proposal is that 
'rdinary diplomatic agencies are 
lot suitable to carry on these nego- 
iations and that a commission of 
pecialists is needed. Is that true? 
f there is to be a negotiation cov- 
iring debts, disarmament, curren- 
ies, and tariffs, I should suppose 
hat the only negotiators capable of 
making proposals and matching 


compromises on so many subjects 
would 'be "not the specialists but 
then: "superiors, namely, the Presi- 
dent, the Secretary of State and the 
Secretary of the Treasury. If Mr. 
Hoover wishes to unify all these 
complicated negotiations, what does 
he gain by dividing them up among 
a group of commissioners? The com- 
missioners' cannot make decisions. 
They would have to come back to 
the President and his Cabinet any- 
-way before "they could agree to any- 
thing. The specialists can-be called 
in when their advice is needed, but 
if the purpose of all this, is" to solve 
problems and not merely to make a 
report,-the only persons ,who can 
really negotiate are the highest re~ 
'sponsible officials of the govern- 
ment.

Americans somewhere and see what 
can be vjOTked out. This prelimin- 
ary exploration is. the most impor- 
tant part of-the-whole business. In 
every diplomatic agreement, quiet 
informal preliminary .meeting of 
minds and drafting of proposals is 
the condition of success. The great 
conferences, the full-dress speeches, 
the big ceremonial affairs, almost 
never come to anything unless this 
preliminary "work has been effec- 
tively done. 


What is needed now is a- few 


weeks or even months of private 
talk designed to see "whether rea- 
sonable agreements can be con- 
trived. When such reasonable agree- 
ments are in sight, the formal and 
public part of the negotiation can 
be -undertaken with some hope of a 
good result. But if we start with the 
formal and public part, we shall 
never get to the informal and quiet 
part on which everything depends. 
The governments will be shooting" 
statements and notes at each other, 
and the negotiators will be rushing 
around Washington pursued by sev- 
eral hundred reporters from all na- 
tions.

It 
was very effectively carried on be- 
tween "the Taft and the Wilson Ad- 
ministrations. But so far as I know 
there is no precedent for the prac- 
tice of addlressing public statements 
and Congressional messages to the 
President-elect. It is not a good 
precedent. It is embarrassing to 
every one concerned and it is total- 
ly unnecessary. Mr. Hoover can com- 
municate with Mr." Roosevelt in 
many \v-dys that do not involve 
front-page publicity, and if the ob- 
ject is to insure continuity in our 
foreign policy, surely it would be 
wise to use them.

India had governed herself for over 


C sixty-three hundred years before Great

^produced by man,-was built two hundred 
S years before the first Englishman set foot 
v~permanently in that country. Thousands

* know them. In great numbers of these

£>a murder recorded in a thousand years.

^tempo perhaps than other nations less 
'hampered, fay the traditions of centuries. 


- 'The ancient caste system, which has re-

~--jvas because the constitution suggested 


ior a self-governing India at the London 
'Round Table conference provided'for the 
perpetuation of class distinctions, that 
Gandhi" Tefused to accept it. 


Furthermore, India is now governed 


by 100,000 Englishmen drawn from civil 
"and military life, wliereas_there exists in 
that country today as a potential nucleus 
for self-government, over.fifty million na- 
tive university graduates, everyoi e of 
whom has attained'a degree based on the- 
Cambridge standard. That is more by ten 
million 1han ihe total population of Great 
Britain anoL Ireland, Attending these In- 
dian colleges and universities at present 
are more native students than the total 
number enrolled in the higher education- 
al institutions of the British Isles. 


Can India govern 'herself? She might 


stagger and slump a bit, like a man just 
freed from his boiled shirt and stiff collar, 
should Great Britain suddenly withdraw, 
but an affirmative answer to the question 
would seem to lie in some such propor- 
tion as 6,000 to 100, as representing the 
records of Indian and British rule. In 
determining a nation's as well as an in- 
dividual's ability along prescribed lines, 
we usually look at past records rather 
than promises for the future.

John Rovin, also of Hungary, 
claimed 172 years and his wife put her age 
at 164, modestly and as the weaker half 
of the pair dropping behind her husband 
a few years. "Old Parr," whose name 
has thus been appended to a brand of 
Scotch whisky, was very convincing in 
establishing that he had passed 150 years 
but he died nearly 300 years ago and, as 
with the others, proof of a really respec- 
table nature is absent.

Zaro Agha, the Turk who came to Ameri- 
ca two years ago insisting that he was 156 
years of age, and Mary L. Wood of Port- 
land, Oregon whose age at her death was 
vouched for by the Oregon Historical So- 
ciety at 120 years.

THE EOLE OF CREDITOR NATION 
A creditor nation should be a buyer of 


the products of other nations in order to 
permit them not only to liquidate their in- 
debtedness ,hut also to purchase the prod- 
ucts they may need. 


Prior to the war, Great Britain, the 


world's creditor nation, was essentially 
fitted for that role. She admitted to-her 
markets, free of duties, large varieties of 
foodstuffs and raw materials, none of 
which is produced within her borders. In 
return the world accepted her manufac- 
tured products, paying for them in the 
goods that Great Britain so badly needed. 
This was a condition economically sound, 
a more or less equitable balance in the 
interchange of goods, that brought Great 
Britain to industrial and financial emi- 
nence. 


Up to the period of the war, the United 


States was still a debtor nation with sur- 
pluses,'large in raw materials and rapidly 
increasing in manufactured products, with 
which she was fast liquidating foreign ob- 
ligations. 


We emerged from that war the greatest 


creditor nation of all time and we have 
found ourselves ill fitted in some particu- 
lars to play that role. 


We have a vast agricultural and raw 


material output, including- grains, meat 
products, cotton, copper, petroleum and 
other commodities. 
We want none of 


these, few foodstuffs except tea, coffee, 
some sugar, and no raw materials except 
rubber, silk and minor products. Further- 
more, during'the war our industrial ma- 
chine had been enlarged and speeded up 
so that innumerable varieties of manu- 
factured goods are being turned out in 
excess of domestic needs. We need little 
but have much to sell. 


This in itself creates a most difficult 


situation for a creditor nation in that 
debts must, in the long run, be liquidated 
in goods. A new role, and one pridefully 
anticipated, has come to us and we do 
not yet know exactly how t0 play it. 
When we have found out how to" do so, 


from the nostrums 
and 
miracle 
free 
schemes that are supposed to aid us, we 
are likely to view with more humble mien 
our part in the great drama of world 
economy.

ROBBERY INSURANCE IN WISCONSIN 
Because the business of bank robbing is sure 


to reach a new high for this year, Ihe National 
Bureau of Casualty & Surety Underwriters, em- 
bracing most of the companies wrtiing holdup 
insurance, last week upped its rates, abolish- 
ed premium discounts on the first $10,000 of 
coverage for protective installations such as 
tear gas equipment and redrew the map of U 
S. stickup risks. The country is divided into 
four districts, ranked according to the past 
record of bank holdups. Banks in small towns 
and cities will pay a higher rate than those in 
big cities except in District No. 1, the Eastern 
States. There all banks pay the same (and the 
lowest) rates—$2 per thousand up to $10,000, 
above that $1 per thousand. Worst district is 
No. 4, comprising Colorado, Arkansas, Okla- 
homa, Minnesota, Illinois, Indiana, OhiS and the 
Missouri Valley states. For holdup insurance' 
in this district a small town banker will pay 
ten times as much as he would in the safe and 
sane East—$20 per thousand up to $10,000 $10 
Ber thousand, beyond that.—Tune Magazine.

mor magazines editors .hold open 
house for the artists who draw 
those pictures that give you your 
snickers. 


The market, such as it is (it has 


suffered the decline of most mar- 
kets), is open, and on this day the 
pen and brush boys make the 
rounds. Some of them cover half a 
dozen or more offices. 


Rough sketches, illustrating their 


gags, are presented by the artists. 
If any of the sketches catch the fan- 
cy of an editor, he asks the artist 
to go back to his studio and turn 
out the finished work. Usually, of 
course, the editor has some sugges- 
tions of his own to make. 


Last Thursday I made the rounds 


•with my young friend Gilbert Bun- 
dy. Surely you must hr.ve seen some 
of his magazine covers and car- 
toons. 


There are about 30 artists into 


whom one is pretty certain to run 
at some of the offices on a Thurs- 
day. About 15 of these are the '!big 
shots" of the free lance business, 
Gilbert tells me—the ones the edi- 
tors must depend on the most, aside 
from the regular staff artists. 


I trust we can use Mr. Bundy as 


a pretty fair example of how these 
gentlemen work. 


The "Gag" Art Market 


Gilbert 
had about 
20 rough 


sketches with him when we started 
out 


Each place we entered we found 


more of the craft, waiting around 
for the editor to mull over their 
creations. When Bundy's turn came, 
the editor would shift through his 
drawings and come upon one which 
might inspire him to say, "I like 
this one. Finish it up for me," or, 
"Well, I think there is a good idea 
here. Why don't you try—" and so 
on. 


Sometimes it takes young Bundj* 


as little as 15 minutes to make a 
rough sketch, once he has a good 
gag. And there he has something of 
an advantage—his brother is a pro- 
fessional gag man for artists. 


Xynn Bundy, 23, thinks up most 


of the bright, snappy captions which 
Gilbert, 21, illustrates. 


Not only that, Lynn supplies a 


number of artists with gags—some- 
times as many as 50 to one man in 
a week. From each completed draw- 
ing sold, Lynn gets 25 per cent for 
his contribution. 


Lynn and Gilbert were born in 


Centralia, ILL They came here"from 
Kansas City, where Lynn was in an 
engineering office and Gilbert had 
taken some art lessons. It was the 
elder "brother's ambition to write 
serious literature, but he just stum- 
bled into this gag business. 
How- 


ever, he takes that very seriously—- 
says it's a tough and exhausting 
job.

ministration of "The Labor Appeal," 
Socialist .weekly, and that subse- 
quently he started publication of a 
weekly of his own, "The New Day." 
Bouma may appeal the expulsion 
order to the state central committee 
but he has not indicated whether he 
will do so. 


Bouma was held responsible last 


month for the action of the state 
committee in revoking the charter 
of the Racine organization. 
The 


state committee then changed its 
mind and rescinded its action. 


Bouma was active in affairs of the 


county committee last spring when 
Mayor William Swoboda and Sam- 
uel Sherman, member of the fire 
and police commission, were expell- 
ed from the party. The same general 
charge leveled af Bouma, "conduct 
unbecoming- a" Socialist," was held 
against the mayor and police com- 
missioner.

The capture of Fort Boqueron on 
Sept 29, after the bloodiest battle in 
the _50-year dispute between the 
continent's only inland nations, gave 
Paraguay a fulcrum from which it 
has advanced steadily along most of 
the 250-mile fighting front. 


Break Bolivia's Chain 


!£n the north Paraguay has retak- 


Forts Toledo, Corrales and Isla 
Pot which the Bolivians captured in 
August, and has broken into the Bo- 
livians' main chain of forts to win 
Huijay, Bolivar, Loa,-Fourteenth of 
December, Jayacubas, Platanillos, 
Yucra, Ramires and Cuatro Vien- 
tos. 
/ 


In the south, along the Pilcomayo 


river, Paraguay has recaptured Fort 
Falcon and taken the Bolivian posts 
of Tinfunque, Sorpresa, Chanar and 
Alibuata. 


But in the center of the battle line 


Bolivian-resistance has held the 
Paraguayans away from Fort Mu- 
noz, which is the Chaco headquar- 
ters of the mountain nation and seat 
of its general staff. 


Second Big Battle Starts 


This second great battle of the 


Chaco lias been going on since No- 
vember 14. It may become Bolivia's 
Verdun or the St. Mihiel salient of 
Paraguayan history. 


From 60" to 80 miles in front of 
Fort Munoz, Samaklay, Murguia 
and Saavedra, These are at the 
spearhead of a Bolivian salient and 
every day finds the three/garrisons 
resisting Paraguayan assaults with 
Fort Munoz as the objective.

_thfs. new grass f were 
conducted 


quite successfully last summer in 
jOutagamie, Door, and Oconto-cos 
and „ more will be conducted next 
^season. Seed is said to be available 
at the seed houses. 
,\ The good features of Eeed Ca- 
-nary grass is that it grows thick and 
tall, yielding a large tonnage of hay 
or an abundance of pasture, and 
-has a rather high protein content 
-and 
feeding value compared with 


many grasses, says a bulletin issued 
-by the Wisconsin College of Agri- 
culture. "The important advantage 
is that it'grows well on wet lands 
.which dry out too'slowly in the 
spring for our common cultivated 
forage crops. 


Grows On low Areas 


"On many farms there are low 
areas of pasture or hay land which 
are so wet in the spring that noth- 


;ing but wild marsh grasses thrive. 
-These grasses have a low yield, pal- 
atability, aad feeding value, accord- 
ing to all information from other 
sources,- and our own tests, Eeed 
Canary ~Grass makes an excellent 
growth on-these low areas, and pro- 
vides a large yield of' palatable and 
nutritious hay or pasture. It is 
adopted to drained 
peats 
and 


mucks, and overflow bottoms." 


"In an established stand this grass 


starts growing in April and grows 
to a height of 15 to 20 inches by 
early "June. Up to this time the 
plants are rather fine stemmed and 
leafy.-During the next three weeks 
it~sh(5bts up rapidly to a height of 
tnree and one-half feet to four and 
one-half feet, the stems get coarse, 
and the plants head out and pro- 
duce seed. Usually seed begins to 
ripen the last week in June and are 
fully -ripe the first week in July. 


"A second growth begins after the 
seeds; are matured. This may get 
about knee high, but does not head 
out H this is cut off some third 
growth will be produced. 


"Canary grass does not head out 


the year it is sown, but makes a 
good growth and starts to form a 
sod, the extent depending on how 
early it was seeded and the kind of 
season. 


"In trying out this grass the best 


plan is to plow in the fall, and work

"The usual method is to broad- 


cast the 
seed evenly over the- 


ground at a rate of from six to 
eight pounds per acre and harrow 
in lightly. With good seed, a good 
seed bed, and favorable growing 
conditions, four to six pounds 
should give a reasonably good 
stand. 


"Seed may be sown in rows 16 to 


24 inches apart, using two to four 
pounds of seed per acre. The space 
between the rows will fill in 
through the growth of the spread- 
ing under-ground stems. 


"Ordinarily canary grass should 


not be pastured the season it is 
sown. It is advisable first to allow 
a firm sod to become established 
which will not be cut by the-ani- 
mals' hoofs. A good stand, if mois- 
ture and fertility are adequate, will 
supply pasturage through the en- 
tire grazing season. 
' 'It is better not to cut" canary 
grass for hay the first year, espe- 
cially if the" seed is sown as late 
as June. The highest quality hay 
is produced by cutting before head- 
ing. Palatability and protein con- 
tent are highest at this stage of 
growth. The yield, .increases, how- 
ever, up to the time the seeds be- 
gin to ripen. In general early cut- 
ting is advisable.?

France's default and Britain's payment of war debt installments due 


the United States on Dec. 15 has awakened interest in the comparative 
payments of these two nations. In the seven years under the Dawes anc 
'Young plans of reparations (from 1924 to 1931), France received Si times 
as much from Germany as she paid the United States and Great Britain 
combined*. In the same time, Britain's receipts from Germany were suf- 
ficient to cover only half her payments to Uncle Sam, while her re- 
ceipts from other important debtor nations did not suffice to cover the 
remainder.

When she gets that 
much legume hay and pasture, she 
will turn up her nose at four- 
fifths of the mill feeds she is now 
devouring and will need little corn 
silage. 


To hasten the prosperous times, 


farmers are planning to make large 


only alfalfa and sweet clover but 
also of soybeans. 


The farmers are advised, how- 


ever, that in order to be extremely 
successful in the raising of legumes 
they must fertilize their fields with 
barnyard" manure, or with ground 
limestone, phosphate or potash. As 
fertilizing with either 
or all of 


those plant foods is laborious and 
expensive, the farmer who decides 
to do so should be positive of the 
kind and quantity plant foods' in his 
soil and what is lacking before he 
does any purchasing or spreading. 
It is mighty discouraging for a 
farmer to discover after spreading 
lime that his soil needed no lime 
but is deficient in phosphate or 
potash. , 


The only positive way to pro- 


ceed is to have the soil on the 
various levels of a field analyzed 
before manure or any other kind 
of fertilizer is spread. 


Often for soil analyses samples 


of soil are taken 
from various 


elevations or parts of a field. These 
are mixed into what is known as 
a composite sample and this same 
is analysed.

torial nomination after 36 years of 
medical practice in the little college 
town of Tempe, nine miles east, of 
Phoenix. Members of Ms family 
and many of his Mends tried to 
persuade him against making the 
race. 


In addition to Governor G, W. P. 


Hunt, who was seeking an eighth 
term, and who had 
been elected 


governor more times than any oth- 
er man in the United States, three 
other candidates were in the field.- 
It was thought the doctor, unversed 
in polities, hadn't a chance. But Dr. 
Moeur was not to be dissuaded. 


"The state needs a 
doctor," he 


said. "It has been suffering from 
extravagance and dominance "of a 
political machine.

vealed his large majority, the poli- 
ticians gasped. "How did you do 
it?" they asked.

After his victory in the primary, 


there was little question but that-he 
would be" Arizona's next governor. 


Dr. Moeur was born in Decherd, 


Term., December 22, 1869, but with 
his family moved to San Antonio, 
Texas, when four years' old. His 
boyhood and manhood were spent 
on the Texas range. He went broke 
in the cattle business and then de- 
cided to become a doctor. 


At Arkansas Industrial 


School he won every medal 
which he was eligible and „ 
^ 


ed in the spring of 1896. A few 
months later he and his bride 
came to Arizona and located in the 
house which has been their home 
ever since. In it their two sons and 
two daughters were born. The elder 
son is now associated with his fath- 
er in the practice of medicine. 


While waging a battle against 


death, Mr. Moeur is apt to com- 
mand assembled relatives of the 
stricken one, "Get down on your 
knees and pray. Tve done all I 
can."
